iemplaled changes in the Volstead 
act however, • stating that "doubt- 
less" there will be changes in details 
of enforcement policy. 
He quickly 


added though that these would be

"effective 
enforcement, 


ather than moderation." 


The president spoke on the ques- 


tion 
of "law 
enforcement" 
and 


nade one of, the most remarkable 
addresses of his tour so far.

eame out flat-footedly in calling on 
:he country 
to observe the pro- 


libition laws to th? letter. He gave 
no quarter in condemning all who 
wink at these laws and 
severely 


triticizing states who do not meet 
heir -full duty in carrying the pro- 
portionate shore of enfoivjng the 
aws. 


President Harding struck out with 


full force in taking to task the state 
>f New York for repealing its pro- 
•ibition enforcement law. Mr. Hard- 
ng did not mention New York or 
Jovernor Smith by name, but he 
eft no doubt that he was refcrr- 
ng to the passage of Mullane-Gage 
uw repealer and its signature, by 
overnor Al Smith.

pete negation of state rights." he 
eclared.

syphlis becomes widespread. 


In three and one half years of ex- 


perimentation with the new treat- 
ment at Wisconsin physcilatric in- 
stitute here, 34 patients have been 
discharged as cured and are 
now 


earning their livelihood. 


The average cost to the state of a 


paresys patient .from the time of 
his committment to 'his death is -$5.- 
000. 


Ninety seven eases of men in all 


stages" of paresis nave been treated 
'by the four Wisconsin specialists, 
W. F. LoKinz, A. S. Lovehart, W. 
J Bleekwenn and F. J. Hodges, and: 
improvement was shown in practi- 
cally every case. 


Tryparsamid is an arsenical drug 


discovered in 1915 by the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. The 
Chicago public Health . Institute fi- 
nanced the research that led to the 
announcement of positively success- 
ful results. 


Besides the Wisconsin Institute, 


John Hopkins Hospital, the Mayo 
Brothers amd the 
Chicago Public 


Health Institute have been applying 
the treatment successfully. 
. Dr. Lovenharr of the University 
of Wisconsin Medical School told the 
United Press today that the treat- 
ment is simple and probably will be 
less expensive than the other means 
used in combatting paresis. 


The discoveries also recommended 


the drug to be used in spyhilis treat- 
m^nt when the patient is suffering 
from malnutrition or is past middle 
age, as the treatment 'has not the 


destructive effect of the other 'ar- 
senical drugs now used in treatment 
o.f syphilis. The drug is injected into 
the veins. 


Paresis appears in approximately 


five percent of syphilis victims, us- 
ually several years after the disease 
is apparently cured. Complete loss 
of memory, tremors of the mouth 
amd loss of mentality are some of 
the results of paresis. 


"We can't tell whether the treat- 


ment is entirely successful until the 
end of the patient's life," Dr. Lov- 
enhart said. ifBut we know that we 
have been successful in putting many 
of our paresis patients back on their 
jobs earning a livelihood for them- 
selves and their families."

36 percent of the lumber require- 
ments of Alaska was imported and 
14 percent cut from 
the 
National 


Forests. By 19J9 these percentages 
ivere reversed and SO percent of the 
local requirements was cut from the 
National Forests and but 14 percent 
imported. The normal cut now 
is 


about 45 million board feet. The re- 
ceipts from forest 
sales 
between 


1900 and 1922 amount-to more than 
three-fourth of a million dollars. We 
estimate that in addition to supply- 
ing all lumber for local needs, the 
Alaskan forests can be made 
to 


produce continually 2 million cords 
of pulpwood per annum. The United 
Stales market now consumes about 
0 million cords of pulpwood annual- 
ly. One pulp <:md paper sale has been 
made for approximately 100 million 
I'eet of timber. Other projects have 
been laid out and are 
now being 


advertised. Of the amount reccivd 
from timber sales, which aggregated 
about $824.000 including the fisc.-il 
year 1922, over $205,000 was paid 
info the Territorial road and school 
fluid, which fund gets 25 percent of 
all the Government 
Jiniber 
sold. 


There is no locking up of the timber 
resources of Alaska, but quifo 
the 


contrary. 


"The Biological Survey is tryin; 


to help Alaskans establish the rein- 
deer industry on a sound basis. It 
administers the laws protecting land 
and fin-bearing animal, the Federal 
liird and game refuses, enforce 
the 


Migratory Bird Act, aids in the ad- 
ministration of the Alaskan 
game 


laws, which are mainly under the 
jurisdiction of the Governor of the 
iilerritory. Ils work in Alaska is verj 
similar to its work in the Stales. 


"The agricultural work proper in 


Alaska is carried oji at five experi- 
ment stations, located at Sitka, Fair- 
banks, Miitaniiska, Kodiak and Ram- 
part. These stations are conductec 
without cost to Alaska, although ii 
the stales the

boar most of the expense. The pur- 
pose at these stations is to stud 
grams, oilier crops 
and livestock 


bcjit adapted to Alaskan conditions 
with a view to helping Alaska to be 
come self-supporting agriculturally. 


"The department maintains an of 


fire of Public Roads at Juncau. The 
road and trail work in the Naliona 
Forests is under this office. Our worl 
with public roads in Alaska is exact 
ly the same as it is in the Nationa 
Forests in the States. Outside tin 
National Forests the road work o 
Alaska is carried on by the Alaskai 
Road Commission or the Territoria 
Road Commission, and with this th 
department of Agriculture has noth- 
ing to do.

.tit'iil white nioth; next year, \vhe.n 
his depredations commence alter a 
fifty year wait, he will appear as 
the common measuring worm. 


The insect, subsisting on the lea- 


ves of beech, ash, maple, basswood 
and oak, lives in a. lifty year, cycle; 
scientists .have learned. 
From the 


egg it is hate.hecl into the larva or 
measuring worm.. The next year its 
protecting coat becomes hardened 
and it is dormant. 
Last it meta- 


morphosis into the white moth. 


Entire foliage . o_f. trees is coit 


sumed by the .myriad's of moths iu 
t'he form of .the. measuring worm. 
Ravages of rthe pnsect are confined 
in woodland sections and 
in. the 


tree growth of valleys.

numbers until next .year, a few sec-
